whet 1 gave them end others to use for them. After the enormous labor I gave them, 

one would think ordinary mortals would reciprocate to 8t least tnie extent, aside 
from the possibility it might serve the common good. I asked for these immediately 
and was told they didn't have them but if they ever got them, they'd send me copies. 
They have them, they are making copiee and sending them to others, and they do not 
respond when I write end ask. One of my friends went to the trouble and expense of 
copying one witnesses' testimony.
